“Makes Commission 
a Haven of Refuge 
for Law Violators” 
— ‘HE new rules are clearly in con- 
travention of the law, which in- 
tends that the commission shall 
render the Attorney-General all possible 
aid in enforcing the antitrust acts. These 
rules place the commission in a position 
somewhat similar to that of an accessory 
after the fact in felony cases, when, hav- 
ing in its possession evidence of the of- 
fender’s guilt it denies the Attorney-Gen- 
eral access to it, thereby in fact aiding the 
criminal to evade trial and escape punish- 
ment. It makes the commission a place of 
sanctuary and a haven of refuge for every 
corporation, association and company 
which violates the Sherman Act.” 
—From a dissenting opinion of Com- 
missioners Thompson and Nugent.

Policy of Hiding 
Evidence Begins. 


Results were forthcoming. The activity of 
the commission diminished sharply. In Jan- 
uary, 1925, for the first timze in its history, 
the commission, by a vote of three to two, 
refused to grant to the Attorney-General ac- 
cess to evidence in possession of the com- 
mission which had been voluntarily delivered 
to it by the party under investigation unless 
the investigated party gave its express con- 
It was declared that such evidence 
, Should be held confidential. And fthis, re- 
/ gardless of the fact that the evidence had not 
been obtained under any pledge of secrecy or 
}confidence. In other words, if the commis- 
sion received voluntary evidence from a cor- 
poration, and the Attorney-General wanted to 
examine that evidence to see whether a law 
\ had been violated, he would not be allowed to 
( see it except with the consent of the corpora- 
. tion suspected of the violation. 

The dissenting opinion delivered by Nu- 
gent and Thompson fairly bristled. They 
declared the ruling was “clearly in contra- 
vention of the law, which intends that the 
commission shall render the Attorney-General 
‘all possible aid in enforcing the antitrust 
acts,” and that “it makes it impossible for 


/ the commission to perform what is its plain 


duty.” Indeed, they said the ruling “places 
the commission in a position somewhat sejm- 
ilar to that of an accessory after the fact in 
felony cases, When, having in its possession 
evidence of the offender’s guilt, it denies the 
Attorney-General access to ft, thereby in fact 
aiding the criminal to evade trial and es- 
cape punishment..-

Columbia, Mo., Insurance Man 
Charged Illegal Rate for 
War Risk Claim Service, 


Ww. G. Stevenson, an insurance 
man of Columbia, Mo., was fined 
$150 by Federal Judge Davis yes- 
terday on a plea of guilty to hav- 
ing taken illegal fees from ex-ser- 
vice men for obtaining war risk 
insurance payments for them. He 
paid the fine. 

The War Risk Insurance act 
makes it a felony for anyone to 
take a fee in excess of $10 for aid- 
ing an ex-soldier in obtaining war 
risk insurance payments. There 
were three counts against Steven- 
son and.the fine was based on $50 
each count, 

Assistant District Attorney BStat- 
tler told the court that Stevenson 
made contracts with five ex-ser- 
vice men to aid them in considera- 
tion of 25 per cent of the money 
he obtained from them. In one 
case, Stattler said, Stevenson took 
$1380. 

Stevenson, in a statement to the 
court, denied he took as much as 
25 per cent, adding that the $1380 
was 10 per cent of $13,800 he ob- 
tained for an ex-soldier. He 


}ipointed out the law was enacted 


March, 1924, and that he madethe 
contracts with the men in May, 
1925, not knowing of the law. 
When he heard of the law, in July, 
1925, he said, he canceled the con- 
tracts and gave a note for $1380, 
which since has ben paid. He ad- 
mitted taking a fee of $250 from 
another ex-soldier. 

George H. Moore, former Collec- 
tor of Internal Revenue, repre- 
sented Stevenson, and presented a 
statement signed by many ex-ser- 
vice men showing Stevenson had 
aided them without cost, and an- 
other statement ®y a prominent 
Columbia resident stating that Stev- 
enson was of good character. At- 
torney-General Gentry, a charac- 
ter witness for Stevenson, told the. 
court Stevenson was an active 
church worker In Columbia, but 
was in debt. 

The maximum penalty for vio- 
lation of this statute is two years 
in prison and a fine of $500.

He left here to make a 
survey of a marsh section of; West- 
ern Louisiana, where the Chite- 
machas and the cannibalistic 
Atapaka Indians lived before the

The first bus in the 
morning leaves the waiting room at 
610 North Broadway at 17:30 
o'ciock. The route is across the 
Free Bridge to East &8t. Louts, 
straight out Tenth street to St. 
Clair avenue, and east on Ninth 
street to pick up Illinois State 
Highway No. 1t. The line between 
St. Clair and Madison counties is 
presently passed, and the highway 
continues east across the bottom 
lands. Soon Monks’ Mound and its 
surrounding group of mounds are 
passed on the left, and the Fair-

It is equally noteworthy that cars occupying more 
modest positions in the long life ratings—cars whose 
quality is demonstrably not comparable with the 
quality of the four leaders but which are measur- 
ably well-built automobiles—are considerably lower 
on the list than they would be if they had not re- 


sorted to this policy which forces the premature 
junking of their older models.

Mrs. Beam’s,” and it is probably 
due to something diffuse and rat- 
tlepated about the play itself 
which thus makes it come apart in 
your memory as if it were a guc- 
cession of one-act sketches—some 
of them fair to middling, some of 
them devastating in the divination 
that went Into their writing. 

The comedy is the Guild's final 
bill for the season. Mr. Munro's 
plece makes good use of ita best 
talents, notably in the case of 
Lynn Fontanne, who Iuxruriates:

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Washakie,. the One Good Indian 


LD CHIEF WASHA- 
()x= of the Sho- 
shones enjoyed the 


distinetion, during his long 
and useful life, of being 


the greatest original 
American. Washakie died 
not so many years ago at 
his old home on the reser- 
vation in Northern Wye 
ming. 

From boyhood and up 
to his death this Indian 
was never hostile or un- 
friendly in any way to- 
wards the whites—some- 
thing that cannot be said 
ef any other Indian ehief 
in Western history. In his 
younger days Washakie 
was a magnificent specimen 


and gentle, but firm and 
persistent. He was never 
known to break his word. 

Chief Washakie was a 
great friend of Gea. John 
C. Fremont and ether not- 
ed pathfinders; but history 
will never be able to 
ehronicle the hundreds of 
great, unselfish deeds of 
this friend of the white 
man. 

In.the early days,, at a 


as a tribe were disposed to 
war against the whites, by 
almost superhuman efforts 
Washakie won the greater 
portion of his tribe over to 
peace and, without the aid 
of troops, conducted them 
to Ft.

Those , i 
who return not with Washakie will never return. 

And he kept his word. One of his own sons re- 
mained out with the rebels and was slain for his 
refusal to come in. 

After that time the very name of the Shoshone 
ehief struck terror to Indians of all tribes when 
they were bent upon mischief. It is related that 
@uring the early days of Western civilization’s 
struggie, when it meant nothing less than death 
for a small party of whites to be overtaken by 
unfriendly Indians, Chief. Washakie conld, single- 
handed, conduct through the very camps of the 
enemy, one white man or a dozen without being 
molested. 

Years ago Gen. Lander, a great admirer of Wa- 
gshakie, sent the Indian a magnifieent horse and 
saddle. The old chief received the gift in silence, 
and, after a hasty examination of the prize, turned 
upon his heel and slowly entered the agency build- 
fing. Soon after he was seen standing at a window, 
looking out upon the caps of the distant mountains, 
white he thrummed nervously upon a pane. Those 
who knew him best were filled with wonder at his 
etrange conduct, he having uttered no word. 

Twilight came. Still the tall, splendid form of 
the old chief was seen at the window, while his 
gaze remained riveted upon the peaks of the range, 
now bathed in a glory of sunset color. 

‘‘What does Washakie say to the white father 
for the fine pony and saddle?” the agent at the 
reservation inquired. 

No reply. 

‘‘Has Washakie forgotten his friend? Has he no 
thanks for the gift?’ again spoke the agent. 

The old Indian turned now to answer, and his 
eyes were filled with tears. “Tell the white fa- 
ther,” slowly murmured the chief, “that Washakie 
never forgets. Tell him that when the Frenchman 
gives thanks he has plenty of tongue but no heart. 
When Washakie gives thanks he has plenty heart 
but no tongue.”’ 

And then he sat down and wept. 

From Montana to Kansas, from Utah to Ne- 
braska, there is scarcely a district that Washakie’s 
feet did not tread in service for the whites. He 
fought more than 150 battles against hostile tribes. 

Chief Washakie was a great favorite of President 
Grant. 

Another story of the Shoshone chief which his- 
tory does not record generally is as follows: 

During Gen. Fremont’s journey across the plains 
t the early days, Washakie looked after the safety 
ef the expedition for masy weeks. While he was 
@bsent from his people with Gen. Fremont, run- 
mers brought the information that several young 
men of the tribe were on the warpath and refused 
te come back. Waslakie sent back to the yonoger 
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men a number of bullets ip a buckskin pouch. The 
number of bullets was equal to the number of 
young men. They did not tarry long on the war- 
path after receiving the tokens which meant that 
Washakie would send them each a bullet in an- 
other way. 

One morning when the Fremont party was 
camped in the Jackson Hole country in Wyoming, 
news was received that Flying Elk, a very restless 
and wicked Indian, was planning an attack upon 
the party and an ambush was feared. However, 
Washakie only smiled at Gen. Fremont’s fears and 
told this story: 

“Once, many years ago, some Indians from far 
to the east became lost in the big canyons of the 
Colorado River, at a spot where the stream ran 
very swift and powerful over a bed strewn with 
boulders and many smaller jagged rocks.

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RIGHTLINGSEA, Englan d.-~ 
McEvera Bayard Brown of New 
-York was a batty old codger who 
did a great deal of good in the 
world and enjoyed being mildlv 
crazy better than any man the 
people of this small fishing village ever 
heard of. For 39 years he lived on his 
vacht, the Valfreia, anchored 200 vards from 
shore in the River Colne, which runs pret- 
tily to the east coast of Britain through the 
County of Essex. 

He never put to sea for fear a strong 
wind would biow him back to New York. 
He maintained a crew of from 10 to 43 men, 
because he liked to play pranks on sailors. 
He was a recluse for the reason that some 
woman might dress in man’s clothes and 
make love to him. If there were any more 
sensible explanations of the life he lived they 
were his secret. However, no one has ven- 
tured to assert that McEvers Bavard Brown 
was a sensible man. He was a charmingly 
silly coot, whose eccentricities kept him hap- 
py and the world interested. Brightlingsea 
genuinely mourns his passing. 

When he died the other day it was re- 
‘called that Brown had been a person of 
some consequence in New York about 1894. 
He was a lawyer then and had offices at 
32 Nassau street, with his cousins, William 
Bayard Cutting and Robert Fulton Cutting 
His name was listed in the last issue of th> 
New York social register, giving residence 
address as the Union Club. He was also 
listed as a member of the Knickerbocker, 
Kiding-South Side Sportsmen's and Jeky! 
Island clubs. 


OW that he is dead the conventional 

attempts are made to rationaiize 

his sudden departure from New 
York and his hermitage in England. There 
sf talk of an unfortunate love affair 
Which drove him into exile. There are 
rumors that Brown filed to escape com- 
mitment to an insane asylum; or that he 
left America to excape taxes. Any of them 
Might be true enough, but folks who knew 
him here are of the opinion Brown left 
America because it occurred to him that 
leaving America would be a good idea. No 
one in Brightlingsea tries to explain Brown 
or Brown's ideas. There are some men who 
can't be explained. Brown was one of them. 

It sufficeth for the purposes of this chron- 
icle to atate that Brown left America on 
board his yacht Tofrida: that he sold this 
yacht and bought the palatial Valfreia, for 
$200,000, from Sir William Pearse: that he 
dropped anchor off Brightlingsea“—and 
there was Brown. And there Brown stayed. 
How and why and wherefore do not matter 
at all. It would be an insult to Brown's 
Memory to write a logical, consistent story 
of his life. Brown was never logical or 
COnsistent. 

He had a great deal of money—folks esti- 
Mate that he gave away a million dollars, 
but Brightlingsea may be exaggerating 
£nd he looked like King Edward. These two 
facts were sufficient to endear him to the 
town. During all his years on the Valfreia 
Brown never lacked for callers. He never 
lacked a crew. either, though his crews 
Changed frequently and he was obliged to 
bay out about $4000 a month to keep the 
Valfreia uselessly manned, People called on 
Brown because he had a habit of giving 
‘oney to beggars, and crews worked for 
Brown because he paid well. 

Life aboard the Valfreia was a dippy 
round of this and that, for Brown, as has 
been said. was a dippy bird. His secretaries 
told Weird tales of Hrowns personal! habits.

She is a magnificent yacht of 735 tons. Of 
steel throughout, with decks of Indian teak- 
wood, she could make 16 knots in her prim«. 
Under Brown's command she depreciated, 
becoming waterlorged with barnacles, and 
it is doubtful if she is now seaworthy. He 
saw to it, however, that his crew kept her 
painted, that the American flag flew from 
the stern, and that the sumptuous furnishe- 
ings of cabins and saloon were kept clean. 

Such were Brown's relations with his 
crew. His relations with the villagers of 
Brightlingsea were even more bizarre. 


NCE a month for 39 years a messen- 

ger from a London bank  viaited 

Brown with a bag full of gold and 
banknotes. Villagers of the coast for miles 
around, knowing Brown, shamelessly 
eponged on him. Six boatmen did a thriv- 
ing business rowing beggars out to the 
yacht. 

“Hi, Mr. Brown! Any money today?”’ 

Usually Brown would answer any hail, 
and his bearded face would peep from be- 
hind a piece of superstructure, while he 
furtively studied his callers. They would 
come——sometimes dozens of them-—-to swarm 
around the yacht'’s black sides and beseech 
Brown for donations. 

And the tales they told! There were 
more dead children, to be buried only If 
Brown were generous, than were ever born 
in Essex. Cows died mysteriously by the 
hundreds, leaving thelr owners without sup- 
port. Pigs had weird accidents, great aunts 
needed hospital attention, mortgages were 
foreclosed by the score, bills were’ there 
without number which just “ ‘ad to be paid, 
please sir, Mr. Brown. Hand if ye'll only 
time, sir’ ——— Brightlingsea 
was shameless about it. Everybody begged 
money from Brown. He was considered 
public property, to be mulcted any way that 
seemed fearible.

So 
Rrown, intent on having his joke, would 
hold a pan of hot water behind his back as 
he dropped hot gold over the rail. If a 
beggar sought to pick up the money with 
gloved hands Brown would douse him with

A shower of cabbages, eggs, beets ana 
other truck would fall on the hard-working 
oeggars. 

Occasionally through the years. Brown 
would venture ashore. At such times a 
crowd of hopeful villagers would follow him. 
You never could tell when Brown would 
get generous and start throwing money 
away. Once he saw a homely woman stand- 
ing in the crowd. 

“I'll give you 6 pounds to get out of 
sight,”’ he offered. 

She accepted, and with a banknote 
clutched in her hand hurried away. 

On another occasion Brown chanced to 
notice the belfry of the village church. 


OV HY is it I never hear church bells 
ringing on Sunday morning?” he 
inquired. 

‘We ’aven't no bells, Mr. Brown.”’ 

The master of the Valfrela wrote his 
check for 1000 pounds on the spot and the 
church at Brightlingsea has the finest 
chimes in Essex. 

One Christmas Eve he gave 500 pounds 
to be distributed among the poor in a bor- 
ough of Colchester, some distance from 
Brightlingsea. 

Tourista who happened along the Essex 
coast soon learned of Brown and tried to 
visit him. But they never got closer than 
the sides of the yacht. In 1913 the Brit- 
ish Government decfded Brown ought to pay 

etaxes and sued him. He lost the suit and 
was obliged to declare an estate of 60,000 
pounds. ee 

During the war Brown moved up the 
river about five miles, at the request of 
the British Admiralty, the mouth of the 
Colne having been mined. 

His only personal visitors were a woman, 
who said she was his cousin, and Lord 
Taget, the English sportsman. Lord Paget 
told friends that Brown entertained him at 
dinner on the Valfrela and talked brilliantly 
for a while. Then his demeanor changed, 
and, according to the nobleman: 

“He talked so wildly that I was very 
much perturbed.”’ 

Two newspaper correspondents managed 
to get aboard the yacht for an interview. 
They reported that Brown had hailed them 
in this manner: 

“Any accusations to make against me? 
Any penalties?” 

“None.” 

“Do you bring me any warning?’”’

HE newspaper men were allowed to 

come aboard. Brown received them in 

a siouchy pepper-and-salt tweed suit 
and yachting cap. He was bearded and 
stout, and both observers noticed his resem- 
blance to King Edward.

Brown talked incoherently then of two 
women and “one named Clementine.’ Hw 
asked repeatedly if his interviewers were 
making signals.

McEvers Bayard Brown wae 
as batty as a loon, say the people of Bright- 
lingsea. But he seemed to enjoy being 
crazy. And he had the endearing habit of 
giving money away Rrown was a very 
nice man.

Youth’ New faces for oid. It ie a shin- 
ing lure. The relationship between mos‘ 
people and their faces is never very friendly 
Some people are dubious about their faces, 
some are downright bored with their faces. 
and some. alias. are disgusted. The person 
ie very conceited, indeed, who can look at 
the same face every day for years withont 
becoming a little tired of it 
Now, if every Woman or man Who went 
searching for facial beauty found it, there 
would be nothing sinister in plastic sur- 
gery. If wrinkles, crow's-feet and pouches 
always disappeared. magically: if noses were 
always turned to the Greek ideal; if hare- 
lips, scars. cysts and other biemishes always 
vanished under the plastic surgeon's knife— 
there would be no need to sound a warning. 
Similarly, if every medico who held him- 
self to be a plastic surgeon was an able 
operator who made no promises which he 
could not fulfill, the student of cosmetic 
surgery might say to the gullible partici- 
pants in this great rush for Beauty: “Bless 
you, my children.’ If there were no exag- 
gerations, if all doctors told their prospec- 
tive patients the truth. and if there wasn't 
such wholesale misunderstanding on the 
part of the public as to the reasonable limits 
of piastic surgery—sound medical men 
would not be viewing with alarm this flair 
for improvement on the work of Nature. 


HE situation, however, is not thus 
encouraging. A fake cult of Beautr 
hae fastened itself on the pub- 
lic. Vain women, misied by the advice 
of ex-manicurists, turnéd masseurs. fall 
into the hands of chariatans—many of 
them ex-barbers or veterinarians trane- 
formed into so-called ‘‘plastic surgeons.”’ 
They entrust their faces to these bun- 
glers. and every mistake made by the 
incompetente is tragic. Hundreds of women 
have been disfigured for life by facial oper- 
ations badly done and undertaken, in most 
instances, because the operators assured 
their patients of perfect results. 

In the light of these facts it is pertinent. 
therefore. to inquire of a legitimate practi- 
tioner of plastic surgery as to the proper 
limits of the art. What can be done and 
what cannot be done? What can a reput- 
able surgeon of high operative ability pro- 
mise the patients who come to him for cos- 
metic corrections? What reaeults can be 
guaranteed from the various operations? 
What are the consequences of failure? What 
are the penalties of bungling by quacks’ 

The write: put these and other questions 
tO @ man of international repute in plastic 
surgery. an operator of the highest order. 
who stands among the leaders, !f not first in 
his branch of the profession. For ethical 
reasons he declined the use of his name, but 
the writer can vouch that he speaks with 
authority. 

“To begin with.’ he said, “the best medi- 
cal practice discourages operations for cor- 
rection of slight facial defects. These de- 
fects are usually so magnified in the pa- 
tient’s mind that the change afforded by an 
operation would not satisfy her. Moreover, 
the class of patients who find small biem- 
ishes justification for surgical treatment are 
pot the sort with whom a reputable sur- 
geon can deal. I have numerous women 
callers of this sort. Generally they are sur- 
reptitious about it. They don't want their 
husbands to know. They also want a guar- 
antee of perfect results’ 

“They are the restless. dissatisfied. neu- 
rotic women who fall easy victims to 
quacks. Usually their ignorance of plastic 
surgery is total. To my office come numer- 
ous letters asking: ‘Do you peel’ If so. 
how much do you charge’ The writers 
evidently have been told by beauty parior 
workers or by friends that there is same 
method of peeling the face so as to give a 
new complexion. If there is such a method 


I have never heard of it.

‘Legitimate plastic surgery doea not light- 
ly take within its province the correction of 
minor flaws. It should be remembered that 
no surgery of the face produces perfect re- 
sults. The most that any honest surgeon 
should promise a patient is improrement-— 
to make the bad features less noticeable 
rather than positively beautiful. The more 
minute the defect. the smaller the im- 
provement, and there are a great Many cases 
which are not worth either the surgeons 
time or the patient's money and suffering. 
In this category I would place such biem- 
ishes as tiny scars, superfluous hairs, emali 
wrinkles, freckies, slightly crooked noses. 
These are trivial defects and best jet alone. 

“The application of plastic surgery, how- 
ever, is very broad and is becoming more 
tolerant, until it le left with the conscience 
of the surgeon as to what Cases are remedial 
and what are not. But the true field for 
this work lies with aggravated defects: 
facial deformities due to accidents and dis- 
eases. These I hold to be the proper prov- 
ince for the plaatic surgeon. Take the pa- 
tient whose deformity is a curse to herself 
or himself and an object of disgust to 
friends. Such a patient is a real sufferer, 
handicapped in the battle for bread, a mon- 
strosity at whom the public stares, a prey 
to self-hatred. 

“Between the extremes of minor biem- 
ilshes and ghastiy deformities there are hun- 
Greds of cases which must be decided on 
their merits. For instance, a woman comes 
to me whose face is badly wrinkied. Let 
us say that she is a business woman to 
whom an appearance of youth is a definite 
economic asset. She wants me to lift her 
face. She is miserable; old age is a real 
tragedy to her. I explain that an operation 
will remove her wrinkles, but will by no 
meana make her a girl again. If she under- 
stands just how much improvement can be 
had, I usually take the case. If I can make 
her happy and better able to face the worid 
I consider the ethical question answered. 


or HUS, so hard and fast lines 
can be drawn between patients 
who appeal to the plastic sur- 
geon. He must judge each case on its in- 
dividual merits and decide if the best 
interests of the patient can be served 
by a cosmetic operation. Many operations 
ere undertaken for psychological reasons 
more than the physical resuits expected. I 
recall an instance of a boy with a hare-lip 
WhO came to my notice. This boy had al- 
lowed his mind to dwel!l on his deformity 
until he suffered from an inferiority com- 
piezm. He was turned against the world by 
the belief that the world was laughing or 
staring at him. He became a petty thief. I 
think an operation to correct his deformity 
would do wonders for him. He might re- 
gain hia self-respect 

“Persons who feel that they must resort 
to surgery to correct facial defects should 
lay their case before a reputable surgeon. 
and abide by his decision. The great troubie 
ia in teaching the public the reasonable limi- 
tations of plastic surgery, so that persons 
will not be misied by advertising charlatans 
into hoping for too much 

“Let us consider now a few of the com- 
mon cases to which plastic surgery is ap- 
piicable. 


WRINKLES: 
ON EARLY ail so-called face lifting 
is undertaken to correct wrinkles 
In general, if you have a 
thin face, badly wrinkled. an operation 
will greatly improve the condition. Per- 
8Ons whose faces are fat do not un- 


dergo such operations successfully. From 
my observations a facial lift on a fleshy 
person never lasts. The weight of the flesh 


in a person's cheeks, if she is fat, will streten. 


the skin after the operation until the folds 
return almost as bad as ever 

“The nearest to a permanent operation for 
correction of wrinkles is the one with a long 
hairline incision. beginning over the fore- 
head and running down through the fore- 
part of the ear to a point behind the ear and 
under the scaip. When the incision is made 
the operator undermines the skin of the face. 
cutting it loose from the flesh. He then cuts 
off enough of the skin from the forehead 
to take up whatever looseness there is 
Then a triangular patch isa cut from behind 
the ear sufficient to take up the slack fron: 
the cheeks and jaw. In this manner the 
skin ia stretched and sewed together tightls 
enough to remove the wrinkles. 

“If done properly this operation permits 
full play of the facia! muscles and the ex- 
pression is normal. The danger is in har- 
ing an inexperienced surgeon or an !gnorant 
bungler attempt the work. I know of a 
woman whose skin waa stretched so tight 
across her forehead that she appeared to be 
unmable to close her eyes. Some doctors wil! 
not attempt the proper operation at all, but 
will inject paraffine oils under the skin to 
puff it out and thus smooth the wrinkles. 
Several of my patients were thus victimised. 
Their faces turned purple. Their eyes 
puffed. Facial tumors developed. A num- 
ber of operations have corrected the mis- 
takes somewhat.

These welts can be improved by 
stripping off the surface and grafting skin 
on them, or by resuturing, but people 
should be wary as to how they permit a 
surgeon to cut into their faces.

‘‘As a matter of fact there is no way to 
give a person the skin of a different race. 
White akin has been grafted on a Negro, but 
the graft changed color eventually and be- 
came black. The Chinese mentioned may be 
white for a while, but his white skin will re- 
pigmentise itself and turn yellow. The plas- 
tic surgeon can help people with very bad 
complexions; that {s to say, patients who 
have birthmarks or deep burns, by grafting 
skin to their faces from other parts of the 
bodr. But even then, the results are far from 
perfect. The skin of a person's face is a dif- 
ferent color from that on any other part 
of his body. The skin of the abdomen, for 
instance, when grafted to the face shows 
yellowish. It does not match.

oo ¥, Vi ITH these the able plastic sur- 
/ geon can do aie great deal. 
For pouches under the eyes 
there {ts a comparatively simple operation. 
An incision is made along the lower lid, close 
to the lash, and the skin peeled back. Then 
a email crescent-shaped section of fat can 
be cut out. A strip of the skin is then 
siiced off te take up whatever siack there 
is and the lower iid is then stitched to the 
lash. Of course, if the surgeon gets his 
measurement wrong and takes up too much 
siack the jash will pull down away from 
the eye. It is a delicate operation and 

must be done by a skiliful man. 

“Dewlape under the chin ate remedied 
by making a cut crose-ways just below the 
point. The skin {is then undermined with 
scissors (separated from the flesh) and fat 
temoved. A section of skin is then snipped 
off to take up slack and the incision 
sewed. Incisions made croes-wise on the 
neck hea] with very slight scars; indeed, if 
this operation is done well there should 
be no perceptible scar at all. 

“As to cysts (growths on the face) they 
can be cut out and the scars made incon- 
spicuous if the incision is made in the line 
of a natural crease.

must be remembered, the possibilities of 
euccess are measured by the talent of the 
operator.

If he is incompetent the result will be 
tragedy for the patient. If he is just or- 
dinarily competent his work will be ¢eom- 
monplace and a disappointment. Only a 
brilliant operator who is something of as 
artist should attempt to remodel features. 


TAKING OFF PAT: 


rr HIS clase of work has had con- 
siderable publicity reeently. Fat 
removal in limited areas is a sim- 
rle operation, entirely feasibie. Women 
with large hips, protruding abdomens or 
pendulous breasts can be reduced by 
surgery. I say reduced. You can't make 
them sylphliike. Fat deposits of a gross 
nature are usually to be found just be 
neath the skin. They are not involveé 
with muscles or nerves and the surgeos 
has merely to incise the skin, eut 
out the underlying fat. cut off enough 
skin to take up the slack and sew up the 
wound. The operations are not especially 
serious or exhausting. Of course, if infee 
tion develops-you are in a pretty bad fiz. 
There is always that chance. 

‘Now all the foregoing diacussion of op- 
erations deals with the improvement of 
conditions that are already pretty good. 
That is, patients who visit plastic surgeone 
to have such operations performed could 
get along without them. They are, in strict 
medical verbiage. unnecessary. They oe 
cupy but a small part of the ethical plastic 
surgeon's time. 

“The sum total of cosmetic surgery, I 
should say, is a great deal less than mirae 
ulous. If you are old and wrinkled you 
can’t be made young again. You can be 
made not so old and not so wrinkled. If 
you have serious facigl defects they can 
be made not so serious. Improvement, not 
correction, is the lesson which the pubiie 
should remember so far as mere ‘beautify- 
ing’ operations are concerned. And im- 
provement will be more certain in the hands 
of a competent operator.
